The Figures in Indiana.

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., October 15.—Porter’s 
plurality over Landersis 6,102. The hgures 
for this are from ninety of the ninety-two 
counties in the State, and thetwo yet to come 
have been estimated as they werein 1876. 


It is possibic the Republican gain in those 
counties will bring Porter’s plurality up to 
6,200. The Legislature stands a tie in the Sen- 
ate and in the House fifty-seven Republicans 
and forty-three Democrats, giving the Rapub- 
licans @ majority on a joint ballot ot tourteen. 
The Republicaus have eight Congressmen 
and the Democrats five. Both sides 
recover siowly from the excitement, and tne 
Democrats do not generaliy express their 
opinions.

BAGS OF MONEY. 


Discovery in Indianapolis of an Heir 
to Vast Wealth. 
From the Indianapolis News. 

For tbe past week the friends and acqualint- 
ances of Mrs. Wm. M. French, of Kast North 
street, have been enjoying a social sensation— 
the discovery that she 1s one of the heirs en- 
titledto the division of an immense estate. 
Readers of the News may have noticed going 
the rounds of the ey: fora week. a short 
paragraph alleging that the proper distribu- 
tion of afortune of $ 100,000,000 depended 
upon finding an old bible, containing an an- 
cient family revord, which is supposed to be, 
probably, concealed among cast-away rub- 
bish in the garret of some Connecticut home. 
Mrs. French is, mall probability, one of the 
heirs tothisimmense fortune, though itis 
not at all certain that anv of them will be able 
to make such proof of kinship as _ will satisfy 
an Eegilish court, even if the Bible is found. 

The story is a romantic one and begins way 
back in colonial times, and is connected with 
one of England’s wealthiest nobiemen, Lord 
Jobn Townley, of Lancashire. In 1727 there 
was born to this nobleman an only child, a 
daughter, whom he named Mary. Mary, like 
many another heir, could not bid her heart 
await the notions and emotions of the scions 
of aristoaracy who flocked around her, but at 
an early age she gave it to a young weaver by 
the name of Williams. Of course her father 
forbade ber marrying one so muck beneath 
herin culture and social position, and, of 
course, Mary eloped and married the man 
she loved. They sailed for the colonies about 
the year 1770, and settled in Windham coun- 
ty, Connecticnt. Here, the more effectually 
to conceal their wherea»outs, they took the 
neme of Stevens, dropping that of Williams. 
The man worked at his trade, remaining poor 
of course. They had nine children. 
Soon after the bith of the young- 
est, Stevens, for some cause, entirely aban- 
doned his family, taking with him nis family 
bible which contained the records of the Town- 
"ev family, and that is the bible now so anx- 
wusiy sougbt for. Soon after their abandon: 

ent by the father, whom tradition makes 
rather a shiftiess mortal, thefamily assumed 
their real pames. Williams, partlv to get rid 
of the burden or odium of one who had prov- 
ed himself utterly unworthy the woman he 
bad abducted from a home ef luxury and re- 

inement. Mrs. Williams, as she was now 

called, lived to be sixty-four years old, and 
died in Pomfret, Conn., in 1791. Before her 
death she acquainted her youngest daughter 
with the romantic, not to say foolish, incidents 
of her life, but she seems to have taken no 
steps to preserve any evidence that might ul- 
timately lead to an identification, or estabiish 
her right or the right of her children to the 
inheritance properly belonging to them. 

It must be remembered thatthe war of rev- 
olution had interfered between the elope- 
ment of the zirl and the death of the woman, 

. widening every breach betweenthe men and 
women ofthe colonies and the aristocracy 
which managed the war onthe part of En- 
gland. Mrs. Williams had been an intense 
whig, while her father had taken no ordinary 
part in the prosecution of the war against his 
ewn daughter as against all the colonists. 
Remembering the intensity of the hatred 
which the war had engendered against the 
aristocracy of England itis not to be won- 
dered at thatthe girl who had defled her 
father’s interference in her love affair, and 
with equal hateur had detied all England, 
would, evenin old age, say that his estate 
might perish with him, and knew she died 
without providing for her children’s inherit- 
ing what properly belonged to them. 

Just how, after ninety years, the interest of 
these beirs, so long sleeping, las been reviv- 
ed,is not stated, nor is it necessary to be 
known. It is enough forthe story to say that 
jast Friday the mail-carrier delivered to Mrs. 
French a letter apprising her that she is one 
of the heirs to that $100,000,060, and asking 
her to furnish such proof of her heirship as 
may bein her possession. It would hardly 
be expected that she would have such docu- 
mentary evidence, especially on the lost chap- 
ters of the romantic story, vet fortunately she 
has at least collateral evidence, which may 
corroborate other circumstantial evidence in 
the case. Her mother was a Williams, the 


. Gaughter of John Williams, one of the sons, 


if not the only son, who lived to have chil- 
dren of Mra. Mary Williams, nee Townley, of 
Lancasnire, England. The mother of Mrs. 
Frencb, the late Elizabeth L. Craft. was born 
in Fairtield county, Connecticut, September 
25, 1789, two years before the death of her 
grandmother, the Townley- Williams through 
whom the family came. In addition to the 
record of this fact Mrs. French is in posses- 
sion of much tradition, all beariag upon the 
identity of her mother’s family witn the Wil- 
Jiam’s family, that settled in Connecticut in 
1770 orthereabouts. All along through life 
Mrs. Craft made frequent allusions to the 
elopement of ber grandmother, or rather as 
the family tradition put it, her expulsion 
from home and disinheriting her because she 
chose to marry a weaver rather than the dis- 
sipated son of some neighboring nobleman 
whom the respective parents had selected for 
ber husband, and she would often say that if 
she bad her rights she would be wealtby. But 
perhaps the most remarkable coincidence, to 
call it by no other name, is the fact that only 
a few days before her death, as if the sun-set 
of life was giving her mystical iore, she en- 
tered into a detailed narrative of the family 
tradition, not only repeating the scraps 
that had become familiar, but mentioning 
many new features. Singularly enongh, as it 
now appears,she gave Townley as the maiden 
name of her paternal grandmother, and said 
that her grandfather and her father were 
weavers. claiming for them the highest skill 
inthe art, being especially famous for their 
woolen coverlets, some of which long remain- 
ed in the family as heirlooms. Mrs. French 
attaches no importance to the fact with some- 
thing like the solemnity of a seer, the old 
lady, as if oppressed with some coming event 
which casts its shadow before, said that the 
time would come and that not long hence, 
when the heirs of this woman who had been 
driven from a home of luxury by a heartless 
father, to labor and suffer in the new world, 
would inberit what of right belongs to them. 
Me. French regarded the half gre asa 
thought begotten of a wish, and had almost 
dismissed it from ber mind unti) the letter 
alluded to recalied it, and it is not strange 
that she now halt believes that there may be 
something in it. Of course no pains or ex- 

epse wil) be spared to see that the long-de- 
ayed fortune is properly distributed. 


Salvini and the Pay of Actors.

THE EX-EMPRESS. 


EKugenie’s New Home and New Grave- 
yard in Germany. 
From the Paris Figard. 


The Empress Eugenie leaves England for- 
ever. She has decided to live in her chateau 
at Arenenberg. She willcarry with her the 
remains of her husband and son. She has 
been deeply wounded by the decision of Par- 
liament refusing to erect in Westminster Ab- 
bey thestatue of the Prince Imperial. In 
vain the Queen of England, desirous to make 
reparation for this legitimate application, has 
deiermined to place a statue of the Prince in 
St. George’s Chavel, in which are Prince Al- 
bert’s tomb and the waving banners of the 
Knights of the Garter. The Empress hastens 
to banish herself from Chiselhurst—from that 
tearful home where she entered a dethroned 
sovereign, but stilla wife and mother, and 
from which she goes a homeless and childless 
wen widow without fireside and without 
child. 

Arenenberg is a small chateau picturesque- 
ly perched upon a hill above the Rhine at the 
mouth of the Lake of Constance. To arrive 
at the entrance gate, a bridge, edged on each 
side with hortensias planted by the Queen of 
Holland, is crossed. Since 1817, the time at 
which the Queen of Holland, under the name 
ofthe Duchess of St. Leu, established her- 
selfat Arenenberg, the chateau bas under- 
gone no change. All remains modest and 
country-like, as # suitable foe the retreat of 
a woman who seeks forgetfulness of grandeur 
in rural repose aud fears that luxury even will 
recalito berthe past. You enter firstin an 
ante-chamber rather narrow, aroun which 
wind the receptéon department, two saloons, 
a bijlliardjand a dining-room. 

The small salon and the billiard-room are 
arranged in the taste of the First Empire, all 
hung in blue and white ticking representing 
a tent. Mahoganv furniture of antiquated 
style decorates the dining-room. A verv fine 
portrait of (Jueen Hortense and portaits of 
Prince Louis and of the Bonaparte family are 
mingled among these pieces with some sou- 
venirs of the youth of Napoleon III. The 
principal salon, arranged by the Empress 
witb exquisite taste, has been copied from 
the Emperor’s room at Camden House. An 
immense window inthe English style, what 
we oail a verandah, projects into a balcony 
on the Rhine, disclosing one of the most 
beautiful landscapes in the world. This 
place is a nest of flowers, asmall museum of 
cherished *‘*bibelots,’’ recalling happy hours, 
Chinese curiosities from the boudoir of the 
Tuilleries, familiar objects having belonged 
to the Emperor or her son—a narrow space in 
which are held vanished joys, perished ten- 
derness, aj! that is left of former times. The 
Princess Beatrice went to say farewell to the 
Empress. She stopped in the little cemetery 
of St. Mary to place a wreath upon the tomb 
ofthe Prince. Her great emotion struck the 
few spectators of this scene. Many persons 
msintain that the young Princess wept in- 
deed for her betrothed.

The 
principal of the institution, seeing the boy 
knew the vistor, permitted him to quit the 
school. The bey took his cap, and gladly 
availed bimself of his teacher’s permission. 
On entering the cab the lad inquired of his 
escort ‘*whether his mamma had not gone to 
Schevingem.’’ ‘:Yes,’’ replied the latter, 
perceiving that the boy was informed 
of his mother’s intended movements; 
‘¢but we are to wait for her at a certain peas- 
ant’s bouse on the dunes, which she will pass 
on her return.?’ The woman, however, had 
changed her mind, and had remained at home. 

One hour later, schoo] being over and the 
boy not having put in his appearance, his 
mother sent for him, when she learned that 
the boy had left with some one who claimed 
to have been detailed by her for tne purpose 
of taking him home. Alarmed by this revela- 
tion, the lady at once set in motion the police, 
and active search was instituted. In the 
meantime a letter arrived to the address of 
her husband and bearing The Hague post- 
mark, which announced to the distressed 
family that the boy Marius had been kidnap- 
ped, but would be restored on payment of 
75,000 florins in bank notes if a female messen- 
ger was sent for him to aspot not very clearly 
designated. The letter stated furthermore 
that the bov was held as a prisoner and kept 
without food, and that he would be killed 
immediately if the police were informed. 

On the morning of the 25th one of the rural 
constabulary found in a clearing on the road 
to Loosduinen the lifeless body of young 
Boogardt. The bands and feet were tied and 
his head lay on his school-bag. He had been 
strangled, and had received seven stabs from 
a dagger, one of which was mortal. Beside 
the body lay a paper, on which was written: 
‘““The 75,000 florias were only a pretext. It 
is vengeance that I want. Allis not finished 
yet.” Of the murderer thereisnotrace, On 
the afternoon ofthe same day the hackman 
who had driven the visitor to the school was 
discovered, but he gave no information of any 
service toward estaolishing the identity ofthe 
criminal. He hadscarcely caught a gin se 
of him when at the gate of the city he had ds - 
mounted end paid the fare. The vessels in 
the harbor about to sail were stopped and 
searched, but nothing could be discovered 
about the man. Suspicion had been directed 
toward a dismissed man servant of Mr. Booe- 
gardt’s, who, on leaving his situation, had 
been heard to use threatening language. A 
reward of 2,000 florins was offered for his ap- 
prehension, and, onthe 27th, he was found 
and arrested in a house of bad repute at Am- 
sterdam. This man, Hendrick Poulviquet, 
was taken to The Hague and confronted with 
the different persons who had seen him at the 
school and on the dunes withthe boy onthe 
day ofthe murder. These witnesses all de- 
clared that there was no resemblance between 
the prisoper and the criminal. Poulviquet 
was therefore discharged. 

A cable og a tothe Telegram says that 
one William Marianus Jongh, aclerk to the 
Minister of the Colonies, of which the boy’s 
father was formerly Secretary-General, has 
been arrested on his own confession, made to 
his sister. He said that when they arrived on 
the dunes be sought a quiet place where he 
threw the boy on the ground and bound his 
bands and feet with cord. ‘*Remaun here,’’ 
he ssid to Marius, ‘‘till I return with the 
movev I have demanded from your father, 
Stop your crying if you do not want to be 
killed.’’ He covered the youth with his coat 
and started to go, but the boy cried so loudly 
that he returned. Fancying he heard foot- 
steps, he took his sword out of his walking 
stick and killedthe child, stabbing him seven 
times in the breast. He then fled to Scheven- 
gen, washed his bands at the seashore, and 
returned to The Hague, after having thrown 
away his sword-stick in a little channel by 
the roadside, 

After this avowal of his crime his sister 
asked bim what motive he had for the horri- 
ble deed. He answered: 

**T saw our father die in poverty. As for 
myself I could not make my way in India, but 
I had a place in the same office where father 
worked, with no better prospects than he 
bad. Whatcould be my mother’s lot and 
yours? I wished to assure to hera comforta- 
ble old age, and when [ heard froma family 
who are acquainted with his circumstances 
that Mr. Boogardt was a very rich man, I was 
sejzed with a desire to constrain him to give 
me money by stealing away his only son. I 
didn’t intend to kill the child except in case 
he should possibly become my accuser. My 
only motive was my desire for money. No- 
oy assisted me either before or at the mur- 
der.’? 


A Horse on a Rallroad Trestie.

In.,middle and southern Germany the 
isolated farm-house is the exception. Here 
the traveler is seldem, if ever, oppressed with 
the utter desolation, the grinding lowliness 
of peasant farm-life. The owners of adjoin- 
ing farms build their houses inagroup, and 
then go off to cultivate their out-lying land. 
Some work-days may thus be lost, but many 
a social evening is gained. Then the home in 
itself is far pleasanter than our ordinary farm- 
house. The buildings, with their tiled or 
thatched roofs, are picturesque, and they 
always bave an appearance of cleanliness and 
thrift. Every window—this is characteristic 
of all German homes, high and low—is neatly 
curtained and decorated with plants and 
flowers. The little door-yards are nicely, if 
not tastefully, laid out and planted. A Ger- 
man front yard 13a miracle. It is exquisitely 
neat and is fresh and cosy; but to the extreme 
—Dutchy, a8 we would say. Be it but ten 
feet square, it is laid out in many precise lit- 
tle plots, and filled to overflowing with well- 
trimmed and various gaudy flowers, hasa 
quaint ornament or two, and then asilver 
ball usually beams its effulgence upon the 
whole from itslofty pedestal. The striking 
contrast that the unkempt western farm- 
house and garden forms with all this none 
but those who have seen both can realize.

AN EABLY PASSENGER. 


Reminiscences ofthe First Steamboat 
Trip up the Hudson. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 


On Friday evening the Rev. F. R. Freeman 
celebrated the fifty-fourth anniversary of his 
wedding, at his residence, No. 157 Livingston 
street. There were present the venerable 
clergyman andhis wife; Dr. J. N. Free- 
&@ son man, and Mrs. Freeman, of 8@ 
Hanson _ place; Mr. James | reeman, 
another son, Mrs. Freéman and the Misses 
Freeman, of Bloomington, Llis.; Mrs. Lucy E. 
Taxie, of Norris, Ill.; Mr. Acland Boyle and 
Mrs, Boyle, another daughter, late of Wash- 
ington; Dr. Bigelow and Mrs. Bigelow, Mr. 
Campbell, Mrs. Vampbell and Miss Campbell, 
of Brooglyn, and others. A pleasant hour 
was spent in congratulations and social con- 
verse, after which the guests repaired to the 
dining room and enjoyed an ample collation. 

lt transpired last evening that Rev. Mr. 
Freeman is the only surviving passenger of 
the Olermont, the first steamboat which ever 
went up the Hudson to Albany. He is the 
youngest and fast surviving of thirteen chil- 
dren. His father, Elisha Freeman, was a sea 
captain before he became afarmer and was 
invited to go on board the Clermont with his 
wife and son. lLobert Livingstone, who at 
one time was the American Ambassador at 
Paris, furnished Robert Fulton with funds to 
build the Clermontin 1807. Her length of 
keel was 140 feet and her beam sixteen anda 
balf feet. She was trim and handsome with 
the exception of her boilers, machinery and 
smokestack, which were rude, cumbrous, 
and of formidable dimensions. The side- 
wheel was alsoa clumsy affair. with twelve 
huge paddles. held in place bya ring half 
way between their extremities and the hub. 
They sent the water splashing over the deck 
at every revolutiion. . The top of the smoke- 
stack was thirty feet above the deck, nearly 
as high as the two masts, from the rear one of 
which floated the stars and stripes. Mr. 
Freeman was an infant atthe time and does 
not pretend to recollect, except as a dimly 
indistinct dream, anything about the steam- 
boat’s first trip, but constant rehearsals of 
the scenes and incidents, made to him in his 
youtb, have vividly impressed the whole 
event on his memory. Hours before the 
steamboat -started, a multitude assembled 
along the North Biver to witness the expected 
inglorious ending of what was generally 
known as ‘‘Fulton’s Folly.’’ 

‘*God help you, Bobby,” cried one. 

‘*Bring us back a chip of the north pole,’? 
cried another, 

‘*A fooland his money are seon parted,’’ 
cried a third. 

Fulton, with a confident smile, went on 
superintending preparations for the start. 
Smoke issued from the stack. The hawsers 
were hauled in. The sidewheel quivered 
and slowly revolved. Fulton himself, with 
his hand on the helm, turned ber bow tothe 
stream. Hewas pale, but confident and self- 
possessed. The Clermont moved into the 
river. The ponderous machinery thumped 
and groaned, the wheel frantically clasped 
the water, and the stack belched ke a Vol- 
cano. But the vessel moved, and those on 
board waved their hats and gave a cheer. 
Those on shore followed suit, and sentupa 
mighty shout. The hitherto incredulous and 
jeering populace of New York were the first 
to do Fulton honor. And so the Clermont 
steamed away up the Hudson and passed out 
of sight, amid the prolonged and noisy ac- 
clamation of the multitude. This was on 
September 15, 1807. Thirty-six hours after- 
ward, on September 17, she reached Albany. 
She had stopped, however, at the residence 
of Chancelor Livingston on her way up. Her 
speed was five miles an bour. 


As may well be believed, her appearance 
on the river startled the crews of passing ves- 
sels. Few of the skippers, in those days of 
slow mails and no telegraph, could have been 
prepared to encounter such a mysterious ob- 
ject. It was at night, however, that the Uler- 
mont created her greatest effect. Her appear- 
ance spread consternation and terror on ail 
sides. lt wasvery dark and the fires were 
fed with dry white pine wood, and this,when 
stirred, sent up columns of flame and sparks 
from the mouth of the tallstack. This float- 
ing volcano, moving steadily through the 
darkness up the middie of the river, accom- 
panied by the rumbling and groaning of the 
machinery, intensified by the silence all, 
around, was calculated to alarm and strike 
terror intothe souls of the sailors on board

How Ohickens Get Out of Shells.

Take an egg out ofanest on which a hen 
bas had her full time, carefully holdingit to 
the ear; tupning it around. vou will find the 
exact spot which the little fellow is picking 
on the inside of the shell; this he will do until 
the inside shell is perforated, and then the 
shell is forced outward asa smali scale, leav- 


“ing ahole. Now, if you will take one of the 


eggs in this condition from under the hen, re- 
move it tothe house or other suitable place, 
put it in a box or nest, keeping it warm and 
moist, as near the temperature of the hen as 
possible (which may be done by laying it be- 
tween two bottles of warm water upon some 
cotton or wool), and Jaya glass over the box 
or nest, then you can sit or stand, as is most 
convenient, and witness the true modus oper- 
andi. Now watch the little fellow work his 
way into the world, and you will be amused 
and instructed asI have often been. After 
he Bas got his opening, he commences a nib- 
bling motion with the point of the upper bil! 
on the outside of the shell, always working 
to the right (if you have the large end of the 
egg from you, and the hole upward), until he 
has worked his way almost around, say with 
one-half of an inch in a perfect circle; he then 
forces the cap or butt end of the shell off, and 
then bas a chance to straighten his neck,there- 
by loosening his legs somewhat, and so, by 
their help, forcing the bedy from the shell.

THE LANDSLIP IN INDIA. 


Hill Town of Naini ‘val. 
Calcutta Dispatch to London Times, 

Naini Tal, a bili station in the Kumaea Dis- 
trict and summer headquarters of the North- 
west Provinces Government, Was, on the 
afternoon of the 18th, the scene of a terrible 
catastrophe. In order to understand the de- 
tails, it is necessary to state that the place 
differs in one important respect from other 
Himalayan sanitoria. Instead ef being perch- 
ed ona series of hiN-tops, like Simla, Mus- 
soorie and Darjeeling, Naini Tal lies for the 
most part in a small basin, the greate 
part of which is occupied by a lake 
about a male long and which is dom- 
inated on all sides by lofty mountains. 
Landslips on a small scale have been 
matters ofnot infrequent occurrence there, 
and it has been often pointed out that many 
ef the houses were most unsafe. No serious 
measures, however, have ever been taken to 
prevent accidents, and up to the week be- 
fore last the regular inhabitants anda crowd 
ofsummer visitors continued to live in a 
Fool’s Paradise. The station has the repu- 
tation of being the prettiest station in the 
Himalayas. Itis the only onein which lake 
and mountain scenery is combined. Nat- 
urally itis a favorite resort of visitors, and 
up to the day of the accident their numbers 
were being daily increased by people running 
up from the plains to spend the auiumn holi- 
davs@ tbe hills. Rais began to fall heavily 
at Naini Tal, on the evening of Thursdav, the 
16tb, and continued almost without iuter- 
mission till noon, on Sunday, the 19th. It is 
said that the gauge showed a fall of twenty- 
five inches in forty hours. On Satugday 
morning the danger tirst became ap- 
parent even to the most care- 
less, A small — occurred 
near the Victoria Hotel, carrying away an 
out-building and killing an ayah and child. 
Mr. Taylor, the Magistrate in charge of the 
station, with a body of police, and a» working 
party from the depot,under Capt. Balderston, 
Thirtv-fourth Foot, Station Staff Officer, im- 
mediately repaired to the spot and com- 
menced to clear away the debris, and try to 
divert the course of atorrent whieh threat- 
ened the hete] and some other houses. The 
hotel was full of visitors, iacluding Mr. Jus- 
tice and Mrs. Straight. The warning in the 
morning gave them al! time to sesk safety 
elsewhere, but some, unfortunately, sought 
shelter inthe library—a portion of the assem- 
bly rooms building close tothe lake. About 
1:30 the great catastrophe hap- 
pened. An eye-witness thus de- 
scribes it: ‘*A noise, a vision of parting 
earth and moving trees, a rush of matter 
toward the lake, arour of water and falliag 
materia), and then a deep brown smoko, ris- 
ing m slow wreaths through the gluom and 
furious rain. A great wave of water caused 
by the precipitation of part of the assembly 
rooms and an immense mass of earth into the 
lake, swept acrossits length some tive feet 
high. It dashed over the s!uice gates at the 
entrance of the gorge with such power as to 
sweep away severa! persons standing by 
them. Sir Henry Ramsey, Commissioner of 
Kumaor, was ai! but carried away by the 
wild rush of the waters.’’ 

A correspondent of the Pioneer gives a 
most graphic account, which lahridge as 
follows: ‘*Atl1 o’clock all seemed well and 
the working party were busy at their task at 
the bottom of the precipitous ascent which 
overhung tbe hotel. About 1:30 Naini I’al 
was startled by a.sudden and sullen roar, 
louder than the suoultaneous crash of 
heavy guns, followed by a prolonged 
rumbling as of distant thunder, and 
then by un ominous silence. Vast clouds of 
dust rose heaveiward through the murky 
atmosphere, enveloping in one dense shroud 
the tract of ground from the hotel to Bell’s 
shop, and onward to the assemby rooms and 
the Juke. The whole piace shook as though 
an earthquake had passed. The waters of the 
Jake rose in & moment far above their usual 
limit, and swept ina massive wave toward the 
weir. Then all was still. from the topof 
the lower spur, under which tbe Victoria 
Hote) bad stood a minute before, down tothe 
edge of the cricket- ground, nothing was to be 
seen but a vast expanse of loose earth, beneath 
which Jay buried hotel and garden, road and 
orderly-room. It was as though some giant 
had drepped haif a mountain on the spot, 
blotting out ina moment every feature of the 
scene, tilling up the hollows, and reducing to 
one dead slope all that lay below. Deep be- 
low lay the working party. Nota vestige of 
them was to be seen; only the lone 
hill-side, silent and dark. Meanwhile, 
the cricket and polo grounds presented 
a strange contrast to the gentle sweep above. 
Toward the pavillion they were intact, save 
for the streams of water pouring in every di- 
rection, but on the other side was simply an 
enormous mound of vast extent and varyin 
height, a tangled massof broken walls an 
roofs, fallen trees, and heaped up earth in 
horrid confusion, with spoils of the shop and 
orderly room. Saddest of all was the specta- 


cle of the few corpses that were visible among 


the ruins. Never was havoc so sudden, more 
awfu), or more compiete. Without a mo- 
ment’s warning, without a premonitory 
rumble to awaken suspicion, down came the 
enornious landslip, burying in deadly em- 
brace the hoteland the working party  be- 
hind, engulting orderly-room and shop, as- 
semb!iy rooms and library, with almost every 
living soul they centained. Of the number of 
people in the shop, all save four, of whom 
three were women, were sweptaway. Asad- 
der scene | neversaw. It was worse than a 
battle-fleld.’’

In both States the Democrats poHed a 
larger vote than in 1876 and the largest 
they ever polled, but the increase of Re- 
publican votes was still greater.

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GOOD FIGHTING GROUND. 

Last year, on the largest vote ever poiled 
up to that time and after a bitter centest, 
a majority of the voters of Maine deliber- 
etely voted against the Republican ticket. 
This year the Fusion ticket succeeded for 
the second time by a still larger vote to 
defeat the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor. The fight was desperate, the vote 
the Jargest ever cast, in the history of the 
State, the canvass conducted on national 
issues and on the election of Garfield or 
Ilancock, and Republicans had their best 
speakers and biggest guns from other 
States, as well as bar’is of money.

California’s majority in 1876 for Hayes 
was only 2,805, and that was secured by 
potorious, monstrous frauds. 

Connecticut gave in is7b her electoral 
vote to Tilden by a majority of 2,900. 

Nevada gavea Republican majority of 1,075 
in 1876, and 527in 1878. Garfield’s posi- 
tion on the question makes him 
specially weak in this silver State. Be- 
sides, Sharon’s seat in the Senate is up for 
sale, and Fair, one of the Bonanza Kings, 
has gone into a contest for itas a Demo- 
crat.

A LITTLE HISTORY. 

New York is, historically and tradition- 
ally, a Democratic State. At the first clec- 
tion of Washington, in 1788, the State did 
not vote. In 1792 her vote went to Washing- 
ton, in 1796 to John Adams, With the be- 
ginning of this century the Democratic 
party came into power. Both in 1800 and 
1804 New York’s electoral vote was cast 
for the founder and father of American 
Democracy—Thomas Jefferson. In 1808 
her vote went to Madison, in 1812 to Clm- 


If the Demo- | 


In-1828 the electors were again chosen in a 
popular election, and Jackson carried the 
State by a majority of 5,350 over Clay. “4n 
1832 the Jackson Democracy carried the 
State again and by the much larger majori- 
ty of 13,601 over Clay. In 1836 the State 
refused to be carried away by the general 
tidal wave for Harrison and the Whigs 
and gave Van Buren on the Democratic 
ticket a majority of nearly 30,000 votes. 
In 1840 the State was lost to the Demo- 
crats for the first time by a division in the 
party. In 1844, however, the Democrats 
carried the State again for Polk over Clay. 
In 1848 the split between the Freesoil 
Democrats and the Hunkers gave the State 
again to the Whigs, but Cass and Van Bua- 
ren, the two Democratic candidates, 
combined had 234,828 votes, or a majority 
of nearly 20,000 over General Taylor. 
At the very next election, however, the 
party was again united, and in 1852 Pierce 
swept the State over General Scott by 
nearly 30,000 votes. In 1856 Fremont car- 
ried the State overwhelmingly, but only by 
another triangular fight and division. The 
vote stood: Fremont, 276,007; Buchanan, 
195,878,and Fillmore, 124,604—majority of 
the combined vote against Fremont over 
25,000. In 1860 the Democrats divided and 
had three candidates; so Lincoln 
carried the State. In 1864, though 
Lincoln’s re-election was a _ fore- 
gone conclusion, and the Democrats 
had no hope, they still came very near giv- 
“ing the vote of the State to McClellan. 
Lincoln’s vote was 368,735, and McClellan’s 
361,089. But that was during the war, 
with the South out of the Union. In 18068 
the State went back to her old record 
by giving a majority of 10,000 against 
Grant. In 1872 the nomination of Greeley 
kept at least 100,000 Democrats from the 
polis, and gave the vote of the State to 
Grant. In 1876, upon the largest vote ever 
cast for both parties, Tilden car- 
ried the State by about 33,000. 
This year the Democracy of New York 
is more thoroughly united, more enthusi- 
astic, more certain of victory than ever 
before. 


Four years ago the Republican managers 
found it impossible to alarm the business 
interests of the country. Mr. Tilden, cap- 
italist, railroad manager and friend of mo- 
nopolists, was a guarantee as the standard- 
bearer of the Democratic party that no 
harm would come to corporate interests in 
the event of a change of administration. 
This yearit was an easy matter to terrify 
the capitalists and manufacturers of Ohio 
and Indiana. Gen. Hancock’s comparative 
poverty and his limited connection with 
trade and commerce were used @s an argu- 
ment against his elevation to the Presi- 
dency, though his sobriety, honesty and 
steady methods certainly qualify him as 
thoroughly for the executive chair as 
Grant, who filled it forfour years with 
ercat acceptability to Mr. Moneybags. It 
was not alone the expenditure of money 
and the importation of voters that caused 
the revolution in Indiana on Tuesday. The 
Republican manufacturer and business man 
was induced to take a livelier interest in 
politics than usual. Thousands of work- 
ingmep, who in times of little excitement 
have been in the habit of going to the polls 
and voting the Democratic ticket, were 
forced by their masters, through threats of 
discharge and intimation of general ruin, 
to change their politics. That’s the true 
inwardness of it. 


REPUBLICAN organs are pointing with 

pride to the fact that on the day following 
the Republican victory in Ohio and Indiana 
there was a general boom in stocks, bonds 
and securities. They argue that this shows 
the sympathy between Business and the 
tepublican party. There is no doubt but 
that there would have been a decline in 
stocks if Indiana had gone Democratic. 
That was all arranged for in advance by 
the Republican manipulators of the Wall 
street strmgs. The men who control the 
thieves’ den known as the Stock Exchange 
in New York City are naturally in sympathy 
with the Republican party. They can 
boost or depress stocks at will and this is 
not the first time that they have used their 
gambling machinery in _ politics. The 
transactions of the Treasury Department 
have been made to affect business in the 
same way. The Stock Board can be made 
to respond as promptly to the requirements 
of the Republican party as did the Gold 
Reem to the magic touch of the Grant- 
Corbin ring on that memorabie Black 
Friday in 1869.

A meeting of the Citizens’ Census Committee

The Government 
holds to the opinion that the census of 1870 
was grossly incorrect; therefore it desires a 
supervisor who isin no wav committed to the 
accuracy Ola that census somebody who 
bas had nothing to do with statistic com- 
piling as based on tbat census. On this ac- 
count Mr. Gould is to a certain extent ex- 
cluded, although his capacity is unques- 
tioned. Onthe othe:ifhand Mr. Schurz does 
not wish a manto act as supervisor of whom 
the peovle can ever say that he waa appointed 
to whitewash Mr, Salomon’s report. The 
Was nington committee huve no authority te 
appoint or even to nominate a supervisor. 
Still, they have been trying tor several days 
to think ot some suitable man 
to do the work, in order 
to suggest his name to the meeting to-day. 
As wus stated yesterday exclusively in the 
POST- DISPATCH, Mr. Charles Parson3, Presi- 
cent of the State Savings Association, was ap- 
proscbed on the subject. Mr. Parsons could 
only be asked to do the work on the ground of 
public spirit. He said he would willingiy ac- 
cept the trust but his health was so exceed- 
ingly bad that be had been unable for some 
time to attend to hisown regular business. 
The Conference Committee will, therefore, 
come before the whole committee this after- 
noon without a suggestion of a nomination. 
The plan now is to turn over the matter of the 
nominating ot a Supervisor to the Executive 
Comittee. This committee consists ot Wey. 
M. Samuel, Henry S. Turner, Wm. L. Black, 
Wm. A. Hargadine and Michael McEnnis. 
Superintendent Walker has promised to send 
outsome of his most expert clerks and assist- 
alts to aidinthere-enumeration.

‘**Do you want to see something pretty?’’ 


said Capt. Tyler, of Block, Tyler & Co., toa 


POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning. And 
after a bret affirmative he led the scribe to the 


second floor of the sales-rooms, on Pine, be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth. The long room was 
filed with rare and costly furniture in which 
every hue of silk, rosewood and walnut was 
biended into a striking whole.

SHAMELESS FRAUDS. 


Wholesale Registration cf Ne- 
groes in the Second District. 


- — 


Evidences of Crookedness and Frand— 
What the Recorder Said. 


That a bold and most shameless registration 
of fraudulent negro voters is beiug madeinthe 
Second Congressional District cannot be 
doubted in view of the astounding discoveries 
made by the agents of the Democratic State 
Central Committee. A visit to the office of the 


Recorder ot Voters at any time during the last 
week would serve to show tne activity display- 
ed in bringing tbe sons of Ham to a realization 
of the necessity of registering, and particular- 
ly in the Second District. A dozen two- 
seated wagons areinthe service forthe use 
ot negroes, and they arrive with their loads 
of tattered and odoriferous occupants every 
tew minutes. They dre not of the resident 
stripe, but the low-quarter shoes, pants turn- 
eauptoshow the stockings, Coarse, faded 
coats, reinforced pants, blue woolen shits 
and trayed, weatner-beaten hats show them 
to be cf the roustabout Class. Where dothey 
ullcome from? Itis hardtotell. Gus Lohoff, 
Dr. bryant, Mr. Smith, Commodore Decatur, 
Mr. Brown, Gov. Woodson and other shining 
Republican lights wight tell if they 
would. This morning at one time 
& VosT-DISPATCH reporter counted 
thirty-three men awaiting registration. Of 
this number nineteen were colored, and of the 
remainder not over six were Democrats, if 
anything can be judged froma citizen’s exte- 
rior. Many otthe negroes were provided with 
little slips of paper, upon which were written 
their names and residences(?). 

‘*‘WHERE DO YOU LIVE?’’ 
asked the reporter of one very dilapidated Af- 
rican. ‘*Thwm’s where llive,’’ ssid the Zuiu, 
as he showed his _iittle slip of 
paper. The reporter was about to 
peruse it, when u bright mulatto 
took it away from the Zulu and said, ‘‘What’s 
the matter, Anderson; can’t you have no 
sense. Thst man’s got nothing to do with 
your business. You wait and snowit tothe 
man behind there.’’ 

The Zu!u put the little slip away, but the re- 
orter lingered long enough to see that he reg- 
.tered as a resident of Heaven alley in Caron- 

delet, and thatthe slip bore the endorsement 
of the Assistant Postmaster on duty atthe 
branch office locuted there. There were three 
oihers aimed with slips of the same kind. 
Mr. Gonter swore the negroes as 
tothe length oftheir residence in esch in- 
stance. 

A TALK WITH THE RECORDER. 

Mr. Gonter, ever ready to obligegjnewspaper 
representstives, for he is one of the§crafce him. 
self, entered his private office during 4 lull in 
business, and the following conversation oc. 
curred: 

‘‘How many new yoters have you registered 
thus far’’’

I] think Ihave done a good deal 
to build up rail mills, iron furnaces and 
manufacturies in general. It is 
rather strange that they should 
try to get up acry of free trade on me at this 
time and just at this juncture. Why did they 
not raise the same objection to Mr. Clardy in 
the First District? Why have they not raised 
the same objections against nearly al! the oth- 
er Congressmen who have gone from Missouri.
